PARNELL DEAD 


Rheumatism Increased by a 
Sudden Chill. 


The Sad Event was Totally Unex- 
pected by Friends. | 

Watched Over by His Wife and Dy- 
ing in Her Arms, 


His Mother's Grief—Supporters of the De- 
ceased Statesman Nonplused—A 
- Meeting of His Followers 
Called in Dublin. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Oct. 7.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Great Britain and Ire- 
land were startled this morning by an 
utterly unlooked-for announcement. 
Charles Stewart Parnell, the noted Irish 
leader died suddenly yesterday evening 
in Brighton. 

It had been known that Parnell had 
not enjoyed the best of health for years 
and it had been noticed and widely com- 
mented upon that since the O’Shea 
divorce developments and _ political 
trouble came upon him the great Irish 
member of _ Parliament had grown 
thinner, that he, was perceptibly aged 
in appearance, but nobody expected to 
hear of his death, and no inkling as to 
his illness had reached the newspapers. 
Only at a late hour has it been possible 
to obtain details in regard to his death. 

He died at his home in Welsingham 
Terrace, Brighton. at 11:30 yesterday 
eveniug. His death is said to have 
been indirectly due to a chill caught 
last week, which at first was not re- 
garded as serious. Parnell, however, 
grew worse, and a physician was called

in, with the result that the patient was. 
ordered to take to bed. This was Fri- 
day last, and from that time Parnell 
lost strength and finally succumbed. 
The exact nature of the disease is not 
known at present. From the day he 
took to his bed, however, the state of 


| Parnell’s health was such as to neces- 


sitate constant attention and the at- 
tendance of two physicians, but in spite 
of theirincessant, untiring efforts to 
prolong or save his life, Parnell grad- 
ually sank lower, until he expired in the 
arms of Mrs. Parnell, who is utterly 
prostrated by the shock. 

In this city particularly the news of 
Parnell’s death came like a thunder- 
bolt upon the clubs and political cir- 
cles. Nobody was eyen aware that he 
was indisposed, consequently when it 
became known that the Irish leader 
was dead the first idea was that he had 
committed suicide. As the day wore 
on, however, it leaked out from state- 
ments of intimate friends that Par- 


| nell had complained recently of not 


feeling so well as usual, but it was not 
thought by anybody that there was any- 
thing serious in the symptoms, though 
he was thinner than last year. 

The last time Parnell appeared in 
public was at Creegs, Ireland, on Sep- 
tember 27, when he delivered a long 
speech upon the attitude and alleged 
inconsistencies of Dillon and O’Brien. 
On that occasion Parnell said he was 
speaking in defiance of the doctors, who 
had ordered him to keep his rooms. ° 

Coupled with the announcement that 
Parnell died last night, comes the news 
that Sir John Hennessy, member of 
Parliament for North Kilkenny, is also 
dead. Hennessey, it will be remem- 
bered, immediately after the exposure 
in the O’Shea divorce case contested the 
North Kilkenny election, backed by Par- 
nell’s opponents and defeated the Par- 
nell candidate, Vincent Scully, by 1147 
votes.. This was a great—possibly the 
greatest—test of strength between the 
Parnellites and McCarthyites and the 
defeat of Scully no doubt counted fora 
great dealin the future series of dis-~ 
asters which befell the Irish leader. 

While Parnell was speaking at Creegs 
it was noticed that he was very palé 
and in other respects not the same man 
he had been in the past. In addition he 
carried his leftarmina sling. He was 
suffering from rheumatism. 

Telegrams from the principal towns 
of England and dreland unite in report- 
ing their views of the death of Parnell 
caused a great sensation among his sup- 

orters on account of its suddenness. 
In Dublin his supporters are in a state 
of consternation. A meeting was has- 
tily called.as soon as the news of his 
death was known and decided that a 
meeting of all Parnell’s followers in 
that city be called for this evening. 
The object is to consider what steps to 
take in the face of the most disastrous 
event for their party. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. | 

Another account says that Parnell 
arrived home at Brighton from Ireland 
Thursday. complaining of suffering 
from achill. On Friday he was unable 
to leave his hed. His regular physician 
was summoned. He considered Par- 
nell’s illness serious and sent tor an- 
other physician, with whom he held a 
long consultation. This consultation 
was resumed Sunday when Parnell was 
in great pain and~growing weaker 
every hour. His sickness was pro- 
nounced an attack of acute rheumatism. 
He was untiringly nursed by his wife, 


who hardly left his bedside from the} 


moment his illness was pronounced se- 
rious.

We should remember only the good 
work which he perfomed for Ireland, 
ina career of usefulness and distinc- 
tion for his country. His recent un- 
happy conduct will, | am sure, be for- 
gotten by a grateful people as an epi- 
sode in his political life which will not 
linger in the memory of Ireland, side 
by side with his great services. His 
death will put an end to the unhappy 
dissensions by which the Irish move- 
ment has been torn during the last 
twelve months,”’ 

‘A MOTHER’S GRIEF, 

BorpENnTown, (N. J.,) Oct. 7.—News of 
her son’s death was first made known 
to Mrs. Parnell by a reporter this morn- 
we: When the reporter was announced 

rs. Parnell evidently divined that he 
had some information relating to Par- 
nell, for she exclaimed ‘‘What has be- 
fallen my son?’’ Seeing the reporter 
hesitate, she continued: ‘Is he ill! or 
worse? Has he been shot, or did he 
shoot himself?’ The reporter broke 
the news to heras gently as_ possible 
and when he at last announced that 
Parnell was dead the white-haired 
mother reeled backwari and fell on 
the floor. ‘Oh, my son; Oh, my 
good kind Charles! They have killed 
you!’’ she shrieked. Her grief was heart- 
rendering. She was seized with hys- 
terics and hy turns. laughed and wept. 
‘That viper!’’ she exclaimed after she 
recovered, pointing her long, bony fin- 
ger at the house of her half brother 
Edward Stewart, ‘‘That viper over there 
kept me away from him. He began 
suit for $15,000 against me to disposess 
me from my home and I spent my all 
defending it. When Charles wrote to 
me asking me whether I needed any-

His 
death,’? said she, after a moment’s 
pause, ‘‘has been caused by the perse- 
cution of his enemies. His heart has 
been broken, and that was the cause of 
his death. Inthe death of my son Ire- 
land has lost her best friend. No other 
would have done or could have done so 
much for the people as he.’’ 

At intervals Mrs. Parnell’s voice was 
choked with sobs and it was some 
moments before she could proceed. At 
times her grief became great. She 
gave way to it in words which she sub- 
sequently said she didnot mean. ‘I do 
not believe he died a natural death,”’ 
“If he did, it 
was because his heart was broken. and 
there was no other cause whatever, no 
matter what the physicians say.’’ 

As to any report which might. be 
started tothe effect that Parnell had 
committed suicide, Mrs. Parnell said 
such reports were not worth considera- 
tion. Forsome time Mrs. Parnell has 
been making efforts to get over to Ire- 
land in order to see herson, but for three 
years she has been kept at home b 
suits in the courts of Philadelphia. 
The proceeding has left her entirely 
without friends. Mrs. Parnellsaysthat 
with the death of her son she has done 
with her efforts in Ireland’s cause. 
‘‘He gave his life for it,’* she said, ‘‘an@ 
that was enough.’’ 

Messages from a few friends offering 
sympathy were received by Mrs. Par- 
nell this afternoon. No message had 
been received by Mrs. Parnell up to 2 
o'clock from abroad. This seeming 
neglect was an additional cause of grief 
to the old lady.

THE NEWS IN DUBLIN. 

Dvusin, Oct. 7.—Now that Parnell is 
dead, itis said that it wasa matter of 
notoriety among his intimate friends 
that his health had been rapidly declin- 
ing for months past. His friends and 
doctors, they say, urged him in vain to 
be more careful, but all their remon- 
strances were unavailing. Mr. Parnell 
continued to work at the highest press- 
ure and underwent constant privations 
and fatiguing journeys, which would 
have ruined the health of the strongest 
man. At Cregs, September 27, Par- 
nell complained of a peculiar pain in 
the region of the heart, which had 
never troubled him before. ; 

There was tremendous €Xcitement in 
this city when the report of the death 
spread among the masses. One ofthe 
results was a general rush for the 


deavor to get confirmationof the start- 
ling information. The. offices of the 
National League were fairly beseiged 
with excited crowd of warm 
hearted {rishmen who had forgotten all 
about the troubles with Parnell in their 
desire to express sympathy with the 
great leader of the Irish people who 
had fought so many battles in behalf of 
home rule. Many tear stained faces 
were seen among the crowd.

it might influence the government to go 
tothe country on the present :legisia- 
tion, but added that it was more likely 
that the government would endeavor to 
pass an Irish government bill, with a 
‘fair prospect that it could be done if the 
opposition would adopt the same atti- 
tude toward the measure, but it would 
be. he thought. late in 1892 before the 
measure could become a law. 

Justin McCarthy said it was imposis- 
ble to forecast the political effect of the 
death of Parnell. McCarthy added, 
however, that he hoped it would lead to 
the complete reunion of all shades of 
opirion among Irishmen in general, and 
in the Irish parliamentary party in par- 
ticular. Certainly, he said, it will not 
hinder the progress of the movement 
for the self-government ofireland. Mc- 
Carthy believed that all the feeling of 
hostility to Parnell, or of hostility~ be- 
tween individuals of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party, would be swallowed up 
and completely disappear irxthe feel- 
ing of genuine and_ universal 
regret which was experienced among 
Irishmen at the death of Parnell. 
“Three weeks ago,’’ Mr. McCarthy 
said, ‘‘we (Parnell and myself) had a 
long and friendly conference at my 
house in Chelsea and we mutually 


fund to defray the expenses of register- 
ing which were incurred before the 
split inthe party. Before the a 
vice proceeded,’ said McCarthy, 

conclusion, ‘I was a close friend bi 
Parnell, whom I admired intensely. 
Parnell consulted me in regard to his 
lamentable manifesto and I used all 
efforts in endeavoring to prevent him 
from issuing it to the public. My idea 
in trying to prevent him from so doing 
was that the issuance of the manifesto 
would make his further leadership of 
the Irish party an utter impossibility.”

Itisa pity that it must be read 
through a tangled veil, wovenin his 
later days of pride, sinfulness and fal- 
sity. Parnellisdead. It is impossible 
tosay how far Parnell’s name may 
yet be used asa rallying cry for treach- 
ery. The weeds which grow on the 
grave of the dead cause are noxious and 
rank, but there is nocause to fear that 
those which spring from the tomb of 
Parnellism will be able to thwart the 
freedom of Ireland. ‘Her feet arestrong 
enough to tread down the unholy 
growth. 

‘*To Catholics the close of Parnell’s 
career is one of terrible significance. 
Death has come in the home of sin. His 
last glimpse of this world was _unhal- 
lowed by the consolations of religion, 
his last memory linked forever with 
hers whose presence seems - to 
forbid the thought of repentance.

The State Association to Meet in, San 
Francisco Next Week. 
Last year a lot of bankersmet at Los 
Angeles and organized a Staté Bankers’ 
Association, says the San Francisco Bx- 


aminer of Tuesday. This is an -insti- 


tution which is very much in vogte in 
Eastern States, and as the southern 
"avgpece of California is largely inhabited 
y eastern people it was but natural 
that the newest eastern ideas of bank- 
ing should be advanced in that portion 
of the unlettered West.

While here Hunsaker heard of 
the Carlton, and they decided to open 
it. He put $800 in and the Countess.

The result of the toll road case, which oc- 
cupied Justice Gardner's attention on Tues- 
day, was very freely discussed yesterday. 
The action was brought against E. C, Drum- 
mond for an alleged attempt to avoid the 
payment of tollat Camp Wilson. 

The case went to'the jury about 11 o'clock 


_on Tuesday night. After a sitting of two 


anda half hours, during which a crowd of 
interested parties remained about the city 


hall, and amused themselves the best they | 


could, a decision was handed to Justice 
Gardner stating that the jurors had agreed 
to disagree. It was then learned—or 


‘rather it was known before—that three 


stood for conviction and three for acquittal. 

It was this verdict that caused the dis- 
cussion yesterday. There was no attempt 
made inthe case to deny thatthe defendant 
had traveled on the new trail and that he 
refused to pay toll. This fact was proven 
beyond a shadow of a doubt, as all the 


. jurors admitted, and asthis was the sole 


offense alleged in the complaint, it isa mys- 


. tery to most people how anything but a 


unanimous verdict of conviction could have 
been rendered. Three of the jurymen, 
however, seem imbued with the idea that 
the toll road company was ontrial for not 
erecting mile posts, toll gates, filing certifi- 
cates of completion and keeping stones off 
of the old trail; and for this reason they de- 
clared the defendant innocent of the offense 
charged, thus asserting their belief that the 
‘public is free t@ travel over the toll 
road without money and without price, and 
thatthe defendant had been cruelly perse- 
cuted and did the right thing when he re- 
fused to pay anything for traveling over 
‘the trail. A lot of testimony was ruled out, 
but the decisions and charge of the judge, 
contrary to usual custom, apparently cut 
no figure in the case. 

A new trial will be heid at an early date.

Plans for Remodeling the Fire Alarm Sys- 
tem—Routine Matters. 

The regular weekly meeting of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners was held 
in the Mayor’s office yesterday morning, 
with Commissioners Stein, Brodrick 
and Kuhrts present. Chief Moore: was 
also in attendance. __.... 

‘A communication Was read from the 
City Clerk, transmitting the action of 
the City Council, recommending, on 
motion of CounéWman Summerland, 
that. connections be mide and man- 
holes be put infin zanja No. 1 and Zanja 
Madre to furnish water for fire pur- 
poses, together with the motions order- 
ing fire alarm boxes, at various points, 
all of which were referred to the Chief: 

The same action was takenin the mat- 
ter of the petitition of property own- 
ers asking for better fire protection in 
the vicinity of Seventh and Mateo 
streets. 

Chief Moore reported on the plan of 
putting in fire alarm boxes. as asked for 
by the Councilmen. These. boxes, he 
said, would cost $125 euch, and the 
total cost of the work would be &6350. 
It would require 75 poles at 84 each, 
16 miles of wire .at #20 per mile, 96 
cells of gravity battery at $1.30 with 
fixtures for each, 

This would necessitate changing the 
system into ten circuits, which would be 
$1500 additional. A new ten circuit 
automatic register would cost ®1800; 
the street, boxes would cost 81500, the 
entire 86350. 

Instead of this plan the Chief recom- 
mended the districting of the outlying 
precincts and the putting in of $25 
boxes. In district?No: 1° the pole fix-. 
tures would cost $122.14. and three 
miles of wire and fixtures $108.30; in- 
struments and fixtures, £147; total for 
district No. 1, $877.44. 5 

District No: 2, 39 poles; -#156--and 
fixtures amounting in all to #462.22; 
6}, miles of wire and fixtures, $229.30; 
instruments $147: 
total for district No. 2, $838.52. 

District No. 3, 14 poles, 856 and fix- 
tures amounting in all to 8172.75; 1%/ 
miles of wire, &35, and fixtures, 
$63.05; instruments, 8147; total 
$382.80. 

District No. 4, 83. poles, $832: fix- 
tures, $791.30; 10 miles of wire, 
&200; fixtures, $351.80: instruments, 
$174.25; total, $1317.85. 

The cost of poles and wire is included 
in the totals of the fixtures. 

The total cost of this system would be 
$3111.50. 

Chief Moore and Commissioner Kuhrts 
were appointed a committee to examine 
into the matter and report to the Coun- 
cil, after which the board adjourned.
